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Pornography & Delinquency—Part Il 


How to Curb It

W HAT ts being done to curb the vast dealings in por- 
Pnographic materials I’ve discussed the past two weeks? 
' The Federal government has a law against sending obscene 
or indecent materials through the mail. This law, Title 18 of 
ithe United States Code calls for a fine of not more than $5,000 
‘or imprisonment for not more than five years, or both. 
This law, however, is not only difficult to enforce but is 
ivery leniently applied by the courts. Harry J. Simon, Chief 
Postal Inspector, testified to the Senate Subcommittee to In- 
vestigate Juvenile Delinquency that during fiscal year 1954 
5.233 cases were investigated. O. these, there were only 136 
wrrests and 112 convictions. “My experience has been that the 
penalty is very small in most obscenity cases,” he told the sub- 
committee. Most of those convicted are put on probation and 
frequently are not fined at all, he said. 
To show the apathy of the courts concerning pornographic 
materials, we have only to look at the case of the Ross-Tager 
pperation in Los Angeles. The testimony of Mrs. Tager before 
he subcommittee was quoted in part last week. She testified 
hat they did a $1 million per year business and that they sold 
movies of nude girls going through some sort of contortions 
br dances, 


R aupx E. STAPENHORST, postal inspector in Glen- 
lale, Calif., testified before the subcommittee that “day after 
lay or evening after evening, Roy J. Ross and Louis Tager 
Mrs. Tager’s partners) would deposit for dispatch 30,000, 
10,000, and 50,000 letters a day. On one day 100,000 first-class 
yetters were mailed to prospective clients.

As a missionary priest who travels 
the length and breadth of the United 
States, I often get strange “fan” mail. One 
such letter from a Chicago, Ill., woman in- 
dignantly voiced a highly original solution 
to a grave current problem. 

She wrote: “To Limbo with all Con- 
templatives! With the serious shortage of 
Sister and Brother teachers in our schools, 
so that the average Catholic school has only 
five Religious to every three lay people 
hired as teachers, why doesn’t the Church 
just close down all the contemplative mon- 
asteries and convents and have these Reli- 
gious step into the breach and do something 
worthwhile instead of just escaping from 
today’s urgent educational needs?” 


To begin with, if the actual roll call 
of all Contemplatives in the U.S.A. were 
tallied—Trappists and Trappistines, the 
Passionist nuns, the Poor Clares, the Dis- 
calced Carmelites, etc—the actual figures 
would probably not run over 3,000 or so at 
the most liberal estimate, including postu- 
lants, and others just “trying out” for this 
most arduous life of all. 

Suppose you got them all “out”—would 
the solution be found? Absolutely not! In 
Chicago alone there are 928 lay people 
teaching in place of nuns. So it’s a case of 
attempting to plug a gap in the fighting line 
with a regiment where an entire army 
Corps is needed. As a solution, it fails nu- 
merically, right at the start. 

Secondly, I recall talking with an Air 
Corps officer during World War II, and com-~* 
menting on how many planes were under 
his authority. He laughed. “There’s a lot 
more to it than that, Father,” he said. “For 
every plane kept flying, we must roughly 
have about 50 men doing various jobs to 
back them up,—all the way from cooks and 
bakers to highly trained engineers, and spe- 
cialists of all kinds.” | 


IN ow the situation in the life of the 
Church is this. Instead of having hundreds 
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was engaged in battle with the Amalekites 
on the plain, and Moses on the top of the 
hill near by prayed and besought Ged for the’ 
Victory of his people. It happened that as 
long as Moses held his hands raised heaven- 
wards, the Israelites conquered; but if from 
weariness he lowered them a little, then the 
Amalekites overcame the Israelites;. where- 
fore Aaron and Hur on either side held up his 
arms until Josue left the field victorious. 
This most aptly symbolizes the effect of 
the prayers of the religious we have spoken 
of, since these prayers are borne up by the 
august Sacrifice of the Altar on the one hand, 
and on the other by works of penance, as by 
two props typified respectively, in a certain 
way, by Aaron and Hur; it being the usual, 
indeed the principal, duty of these recluses, 
as we have remarked above, to offer them- 
selves as victims and propitiatory sacrifices 
for their own salvation and that of the 
world—a function which they fulfill, as it 
were, in an official way.” 


Is this contemplative life something out 
of place in our hurried, fantastically-rushed 
20th Century, the century of humanity flee- 
ing past the sound barrier not just with jet 
planes but with their emotions and reason- 
ing and their very manner of life? On the 
contrary, Pius XI pointed out: 

“If ever it was needful that there should 
be anchorites (those who embrace the purely 
contemplative life) in the Church, it is most 
specially expedient nowadays, when we see 
so many Christians living without a thought 
for the things of the next world and utterly 
regardless. of their eternal salvation, giving 
rein to their desire for earthly wealth and 
the pleasures of the flesh, and adopting and

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To One in Search 
of Truth 


T xe essence of non-Catholic reli- 
gions is private judgment. “It is the Pro- 
testant’s proudest duty, at once a privilege 
and a responsibility, to spend his life in 
the quest for eternal truth, It is for him to 
fight the battle of life unaided, to meet 
destiny without flinching, true to the con- 
victions which he has worked out for him- 
self in the private chamber of his own 
heart.” That, if we are not mistaken, is a 
statement of the philosophy behind the re- 
ligious opinions of our good non-Catholic 
neighbors. 

A Protestant would not be a Protestant 
if he did not inquire. It is his duty. He 
must exercise his privilege of private judg- 
ment, It is for him to search, to scrutinize 
what he learms and reads from whatever 
source, measuring it against the fabric of 
his past life and impressions, against his 
sense of fitness and whatever internal ex- 
perience he may accept as the voice of the 
Holy Spirit, 


Tu man who goes around with his 
mouth forever open in search of food is 
likely to die of starvation before he can 
clamp his teeth down on something solid. 
In the same way, our minds cannot forever 
hang gaping in our quest for religious 
truth; they must find something, must fas- 
ten on something solid, else we die of spiri- 
tual anemia or malnutrition. 

The difference between Catholics and 
rotestants is this, and we borrow the ex- 
pression of Cardinal Newman, who had 
ample experience and training on both sides 
of the fence: “Catholics begin with faith; 
Protestants with inquiry.” 

The Catholic does use private judgment 
in one notable instance. He examines the 
credentials of the Catholic Faith, inspects 
them thoroughly, and then forms the judg- 
ment: The Catholic Church is the Body of 
Jesus in this world. She speaks with His 
authority. The Catholic is bound to make

at least that. judgment “on his own,” helped . 


by the grace of God. It is a judgment as 
free and as personal as any made by the 
non-Catholic. But once that judgment has 
been formed, there is only one logical con- 
sequence: If the Catholic Church speaks 
with the voice of Jesus, then whatever she 
teaches in the fullness of her authority must 
be God’s truth. 

With that comes peace. Gone is all 
hesitation, all doubt. The quest is over. 
The search is finished. The soul has found 
its resting place. The jaws of the intellect 
have snapped shut on Eternal Truth. Now 
the soul cries: “I believe, Lord—help Thou 
my unbelief.” 

The soul has a body of truth on which 
to rest its growth in holiness. Every belief 
is precise in its statement and amply sup- 
ported by sound reason.

You are not being fair to yourself # 
you have not examined or don't propose t 
examine the case for the Catholic Church 
and that from Catholic sources. After all 
any system that can claim the loyalty of 
465,000,000. people is worth serious study, 
especially a system with such a long and 
unbroken tradition behind it. 

Yes, there are bad Catholics, crude 
Catholics, ignorant Catholics—just as thers 
are good Catholics, refined Catholics, and 
intellectual Catholics. Peter’s net catches 
every manner of fish. But look to the do- 
trine—not to the personnel. And never 
forget that if they are bad Catholics, they 
are bad not because of but in spite of the 
teachings of their Church. 

In like manner, there have been scal- 
dals in Church history. The conduct of 
Catholic leaders has not always been above 
reproach in every respect. But is one being 
fair in judging an institution by men wh 
have acted against its law and creed’? — 

Perhaps you now see the Catholic 
Church as a vast and rather disconcerting 
quantity. Newman gives expression to such 
a view when he has an imaginary character 
speak of “an utter want of comfort; and 
such superstition; and such an absence of 
all true and evangelical seriousness. Thef 
push and fight while Mass is going on; they 
jabber their prayers at railroad speed: they 
worship the Virgin as a goddess; and they 
see miracles at the corner of every street 
Their images are awful and their ignorance 
prodgious.”

Certainly it is too late to tell children “the facts of 
life’ when they reach puberty. As Father John A. O’Brien 
says in the book “Sex-Character Education” (OSV Press, 
$1.50), “Nowadays children are almost certain to be ini- 
tiated before puberty. by companions or other untrained 
persons. Their first impressions will be bad. Their imagi- 
nation will be distorted and their passions inflamed, and the 
mystery of life will be forever robbed of some of its sacred- 
ness 


Information should be imparted even before the age of 
six with each age having its own type of information. “Sex- 
Sharacter Education,” written by more than a dozen auth- 
orities, tells how this information should be given. 

If this information is imparted correctly, your children 
better fortified against pornography should it come

But they will not be wholly protected until this racket 
is destroyed. You can help do that by helping to form 
public opinion against pornography as was done in the fight 
against crime and horror comics and lurid magazines and 
books. Of course, it is more difficult in the case of porno-

public places. But public opinion must be aroused so that 
people will realize this evil is prevalent. 


Unce your lawmakers to make themselves more 
acquainted with the problem of pornography and to pass 
laws strong enough to put a stop to it. 

And if you should ever receive any pornography or 
literature advertising pornography, bring it to the attention 
of your local postmaster so that action can be taken 
against it

Thus the story of Guadalupe has 
dominated four centuries of Mexican 
history. If it were only a story it 
would still be a beautiful story. But 
then there is the cloak, always the 
cloak to give life and truth to the 
story. The color does not fade, the 
coarse material does not unravel and 
decay. 

But is it only the poor Indian who 
carries on the story of Juan Diego? 
You should know then that a very fine 
Mexican gentleman lawyer with a 
highly gifted mind presented me with 
a statue of Our Lady of Guadalupe to 
bring back to the United States. His 
intentions were, in his words “to 
spread devotion to Our Lady of Gua- 
dalupe in the United States. She is 
yours too, you know!” 

And she is ours. Our 70 pilgrims 
became conscious of that as they knelt 
before the high altar at Mass in the 
Basilica. They began to understand 
that here on our hemisphere we 
Americans — North, Central and 
South—have our own manifestations 
of Our Lady’s love. This makes Mex- 
ico a focal point of spiritual interest 
for all Americans and in truth it 
makes Our Lady the Queen of all the 
Americas. 

I would like to add a personal 
point here. Any priest who says Mass 
on the high altar at Guadalupe is in 
for unsuspected inspiration. This 
comes right at the Elevation of the 
Host and again of the Chalice. For 
just at the moment of the Elevation 
the priest finds himself iooking at one 
miracle with another in the bac!

Prior to the two days at Guada- 
lupe our OSV group were treated to 
scenic spots in Mexico. Taxco and 
Cuernavaca are names that will live 
long in the memories of our travellers. 


Especially Taxco. Here is a small 
Mexican town high up in the moun- 
tains. It is really built on the side of a 
mountain and no one knows how it 
stays there. In fact, the final entrance 
to the town is made when your driver 
crosses himself reverently and then 
sends his car up an almost 90 degree 
climb. You fall back against the seat 
and look right up through the wind- 
shield into béautiful blue sky—if you 
are interested in beautiful blue skies. 
at such a moment. But you always 
make it—somehow. 

And then comes the reward. 
Wonderfully kind and cheerful people. 
Young boys—intelligent and bright— 
selling baskets and other wares. You 
find a shady spot on the famous plaza 
in front of the church and sit down 
for a leisurely deal. There’s no pres- 
sure. A sale and a visit and when you. 
get home you find that the smallest” 
item you have bought speaks elo- 
quently of your visit. 

Every Mexican town centers its 
life around the church and the plaza 
immediately in front of the church. 
This is eminently true of Taxco. By 
day everyone crosses the plaza at 
least once. At night everyone comes 
down to the plaza again and the place 
is alive with music and people. 

The parish church is not more 
than ten minutes walk from any spot 
in Taxco.

Then, Smithers was hurt in the sixth game, 
against Syracuse, and Holy Cross lost four of the final 
five. Smithers supposedly is sound again this time, 
following a knee operation. And in addition there is 
added optimism at the quarterback spot in the person 
of Tom Green, a fine passing soph. Experienced help 
in the backfield will be forthcoming from Dale Hohl 
and Charles Ratto, halfbacks, and Dick Surrette, full- 
back. Line returnees include Dick Arcand, end, Ray 
Guerard, guard, and Joe Murphy and Jack Kern, 
tackles. The latter is the son of Bill Kern, old time 
Carnegie Tech coach. Gordon Massa may do the job 
at center, and an end who could come through is Dave 
Strecchi, who transferred from Fordham.

All the talk of the possibility of a 
Catholic as a vice presidential candidate 
brought the charge that Catholics are 
under an obedience that is greater than the 
obligation to civil obedience. In the way 
they meant it, it is untrue but in another 
way it is true—but then this exists for non- 
Catholics as well as Catholics for none have 
the right to violate their conscience. It re- 
minded me that my only civil disobedience 
came before I was a Catholic—although to- 
day I’d disobey even more strongly. I was 
a GI in an outfit where the commanding 
officer—under the theory that all men 
commit fornication or adultery—issued an 
order that men going on pass or furlough 
had to pick up prophylactic equipment. Of 
course, I could have complied and threw 
the stuff away, but I didn’t. I disobeyed. I 
openly refused to do it and dared them to 
do something about it. There was some 
huffing and puffing but I went on pass and 
I didn’t comply and a couple weeks later 
the order was rescinded. That—which I 
did before I was a Catholic—is an example 
of the only obedience Catholics have that 
takes precedence over civil authority. But 
then that’s true of all—not just Catholics— 
for the laws of God always are over the 
laws of men.

rite of ordination, it prepares the seminar- 
ian for reception of Holy Orders by open- 
ing up the significance of each detail. 


And by reminding the priest of the 
meaning of each step in the conferring of 
the sacerdotal character, it stirs up in him 
renewal of his dispositions on the day that 
saw his sealing to Christ. 


This is a work of great learning, his- 
torical, theological, and symbolic. It is pur- 
posely dry, avoiding pious exhortation. The 
author rightly assumes that the ritual, un- 
folded to its heart, will work more tellingly 
on the reader than devotional discourse. 
Primarily of interest to the priest and the 
aspirant to the priesthood, it will also prove 
useful in acquainting the layman with the 
pith of the priesthood. 


A thought-provoking little book is The 
Priest of the People (Newman. 95 cents), 
a paper-bound symposium comprising 
brief papers notable for their originality. 
The priesthood itself and various facets of 
the priestly ministry are treated with in- 
sight and freshness. It can be profitably read 
straight through, perhaps even more pro- 
fitably be taken up at odd moments for 
the scanning of this or that stimulating 
page. 


THREE OVERRATED 


Turee short novels now being ex- 
travagantly praised merit, in actuality, no 
high rating. 

The first is A Certain Smile by Fran- 
coise Sagan (Dutton. $2.95). Mile. Sagan’s 
Bonjour Tristesse was rapturously greeted 
a year ago. But how honestly? The very 
reviewers who then pronounced it capital 
have apparently revised their opinions 
since. For, in lauding the new work, they 
attribute to it excellences which they de- 
clare were missing in its predecessor. 


Mile. Sagan, at 20, is telling of the 
affair which a 20-year-old girl, a law stu- 
dent in Paris, has with a married man in 
his forties. The physical details of the re- 
lationship are explicitly stated, but the 
really important thing is supposed to be 
its psychological aspects and effects, and 
the author is credited with precocious bril- 
liance in seizing and stating these. 

But, in fact, it is the element of scan- 
dal alone which will sell the book. It is not 
distinguished in writing. Its characters are 
empty, and are arbitrarily pushed around. 
Its supposed acuity is wordy vaporing. The 
fame of Mile. Sagan is a prime instance of 
a reputation made by shock tactics on the 
author’s part. and incompetence or irre- 
sponsibility on the part of reviewers. 

John O’Hara’s A Family Party (Ran- 
dom House. $1.95) exposes the poverty of 
this fantastically overrated writer. In 
form, it is the text of a rambling, homely 
speech given by a friend at a party honor- 
ing a doctor who has served a Pennsylvania 
town for forty years. 

The doctor, his associates, the commun- 
ity, and a segment of time as well as so- 
ciety are, presumably, defined in these few 
pages. But all that is defined is the small 
scope of the O’Hara talent. He has a keen 
ear for the colloquial. Beyond that (which, 
surely, is not enough to make a first rate 
fiction artist) there is painfully little. 

Lucy Daniels makes her debut with 
Caleb, My Son (Lippincott. $2.75), dealing 
with the impact of the Supreme Court’s 
segregation decisions on a Negro family, 
the Blakes, in a small southern town. 

Father and mother are fixed in old 
ways, believing that whites should stay to 
themselves, Negroes to themselves. Five of 
their 7 children agree. But Caleb, 21, wants 
desegration put in force at once, and his 
brother Saul, 12, goes worshipfully alone. 

There is tension, then violence, as the 
father attempts to restrain Caleb. When 
the young man, stubbornly set on forcing 
the issue yet sick at heart over the means 
he resorts to and the resultant conflict at 
home, refuses to be ruled, his father kills
